“COMPANIONS IN ARMS.” 


Evidence, if such were necessary, 
is rapidly accumulating, that the al- 
Hance between the Alberta Conserva- 
tive party and the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Compeny, is not a mythical 
creation of Liberals, nor an incidental 
affiliation in the personality of the 
Congervative Previncial leader, nor 
merely a sympathetic association of 
tried and trusted friends of bygone 
days, but a vital union established 
on the basis of “Quid Pro Quo,” for 
the accomplishment of very material 
gepalys. When the solicitor of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company 
deemed it “advisable to accept the 
keadership” of Alberta Conservatives 
the Bulletin took the liberty of 
pointing out the mutual benefits to 
the parriiesconcerned which might ac- 
erue from suchi alliance and argued that 
as the need of Alberta Conservatives 
was met by the prospective desires 
and needs of this powerful corpora- 
tion the selection of Mr. Bennett was 
in alt probability a matter of de- 
berate selection and not of coincid- 
ence or chance. Since that time the 
movement ot matters political has 
at least done nothing to invalidate 
this opinion, while the Liberal press 
of Saskatchewan has found reason to 
believe in the existence of a_ similar 
combination in that Province. We 
are able now however to present very 
conclusive evidence in support of this 
contention, not from the  circum- 
stances of the hour, nor from a view 
of the prospective requirements’ of 
the Conservative party and the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway Company, nor 
from the Liberal press of Saskatche- 
wan, 6but from the Calgary Heraid, 
which poses and is generally regarded 
as the chief organ of both the Con- 
servative party and the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company in _ this 
Province. Coming from this source 
the evidence has authority quite dif- 
ferent from thet afforded by the ut- 
terances of opponents of both these 
parties. [nm the issue of Saturday lust 
the Herald devoted two columns of 
its front page to a “double head- 
ed” article, presumably wired from 
Winnipeg on the preceding day, out 
which reads strangely like the pipe 
dream of a “space filler” writing for 
the good of the common cause in an 
upper chamber of the Herald block. 
The heading of the Herald articles 
is worth reproducing. Here it is:

ERN TOWNS AND THREAT-

The overwhelming approval of the 
west of the Grand Trunk Pacific pro- 
_ ject is a subject of sore disappoint- 
'ment to this astute manufacturer of 
Herald “despatches.” He laments: 
“Every constituency through 
which it was projected rushed to 
its support and to the support of 
the Government that fathered it. 
The Conservatives in the house op- 
| posed stoutly, and with just cause, 
not the spirit of the bill, but the un- 
| just and indefensible provisions of 
it, just as the Liberal leaders of 
| another generation had opposed the 
Canadian Pacific Railway bill. With 
this difference, the Liberal leaders 
of that time, particularly Hon Ed- 
ward Blake, consumed by virulent 
hatred of the Macdonald govern- 
ment, aflSwed their hatred to ov- 
er-run their judgment, and in erit- 
icising their enemies, to belittle and 
defame the west, contending that 
to even propose a railway into 
that wilderness was an absurdity. 


Yet some of the men who spoke 
in this manner were among those 
who were loudest in their advocacy! 
o! the Grand Trunk Pacific bill, a 
measure which compared with the 
Canadian Pacific concessions, was 
and is an outrageous swindle.” 
This picture of Conservative M.P.’s 
moderating their criticism of the G. 
T.P. bill through fear of damaging 
the reputation of the West would, be 
amusing if it had enough foundation 
in fact. The debates on the bill are 
two recent for the people of the 
West to hav? forgotten that what- 
ever Conservative members may not 
have said in condemnation of — the 
territory which the line is to traverse 
remained unsaid only because the de- 
nunciatory vocabulary of those gentle- 
men ran dry. That the Liberal 
members had fearned since the con- 
struction of the C. P. R. something 
of the capabilities of the West, while 
their opponents had not done so, fs 
construed as an argument. «against! 
the honesty of the Liberal members. 
If criticism is due the men who have 
depreciated the Wesi, :t is surely 
due those who did so in 1904, more 
than to those who did so in 1880. 
Mr. Borden and public ownership 
are then dealt with in this reproving| 
manner : 


“The opposition in the House 
made a fair atiack upon the meas- 
ure, and that assault might have 
had important results but that in 
the eleventh hour Mr. Borden 
adopted the public ownership and 
spoke from thac standpoint. The 
theory ovo! puofic ownership has 
many friends and commends itself 
to public favor, but it was prema- 
ture to apply ic to the Grand 
Trunk Pacific scheme, as it widened 
the scope of the argument, carry- 
ing it far afield and obscuring the 
view of the real matter im hand. 
The Government took the ground 
that the Conservatives were op- 
posed to a work of real utility, 
that they wished to deprive the 
West of its just due, that they had 
no concern in opening new coun- 
try, and boldly charged them with 
intent to kill the pro- 
posal altogether in the interest of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway.” 
The ‘‘despatch” then gets down to 

real business and, discarding apolo- 
gy and circumlocution, proudly de- 
clares that: 


“Tt is true that the Conservative 
party have pride im the great 
transcontinental line because they 
built it, and the condition of af- 
fairs in the west today more than 
justifies their wise policy. They 
had to fight bitterly for it in the 
House of Commons and in_ the 
country, and the completion of ft 
crowned the mission of the grandly 
patriotic life, that of the founder 
of the party, whose memory will 
; never fade. bet 
| “But while they defend the Cana- 
dian Pacific because their oppon- 
ents attack it, it was not their in- 
tention to deprive the west of 
railway facilitias. It is not to be 
believed that they would make the
